Last meeting of the combined club groups, to study the feasibility of 
having a pbuilding and location for our: (CAR and MARC) clubs, resulted 
in a tentative proposal of seeking {:50, 000 for anew building 20'x 40', 

Basis 
for this was the estimated costs of a basic building at $26 sq. ft., 
would cost approx. ‘321,000.

No move has been made to contact a financial benefactor and 
there is always that possibility that "distressed property" would be 
available at a cost less than indicated for the new building. What is 
needed is for our club members tocome up with ideas that would provide 
the monies with the least amount of difficulty to them.

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VOLUNTEER EXAMINING 


From various puvlications, we read about the up-coming VOLUNTEER EXAM- 
INING PROGRAM, that has been made possible, by the recently passed law 
97=259, thanks to the efforts of Barry Goldwater. The ARRL petitioned 
the FCC with a proposal and suggestions on how it could be done. This - 
has now been approved and a RM will be issued very shortly. 


The key points are for the volunteers, to prepare an.exam, from a list 
of approved questions from the FCC by- “Three Person Teams". The team 
Chief must be an Extra Class ‘holder, with the other two at least Ad~ 
vanced Class, e2 xcept administering of the Extra would require all three 
Extra Class. The telegraphy exam must be given by the Extra Class for 
any exam above the Novice. The minimum age will be 18 for an examiner, 
and he wust not have an interest.in, or employed by, Amateur Radio e- 
quipment manufactor, distributor or publisher of a publication associ- 
ated with the “preparation for obtaining Amateur licenses" which would 
prohibit him from being an examimer. Also he must not bé related in any 
way to the candidate being tested. ° aan 

For the Novice exam, the examiner would give the code test and if pas-~ 
sed, would give the test from questions taken: from the approved list, 
then grade the test. If the applicant passed, the examiner would then 
send in the 610 form for the license issue by the FCC.. <2 ~ 


With the proposed no-code license, this would throw abig burden on the 
new exam program, and the ARRL proposes a hold should it. be approved,

Carmella A. Cicerello W8NAL, one of the pioneers in Amateur Radio from 
our area, joined Silent Keys on February 3, 1983. She had been licensed 
since 1934 and held the Fxtra Class license, She was a member of YIRL, 
Buckeye Belles, a Charter menuber of the Cleveland Chapter of the QCWA, 
then transferred to the Canton Chapter when it was organized. She was 
a member of the 10-xX International Net and a member of the local Mass- 
illon ARC and Canton ARC. She had received many awards for her Amateur 
Radio activities, among them a Station Activity and Service Award from 
the Commander of Ft. Hayes in Columbus in 1940. 


Until 1958, she operated CW only, on her hone-brewed radio gear. Then 
in 1958, she constructed the Heath Dx-100 and started running phone- 
patches for exchange students. Amateur Radio was her first love. She 
was possibly the first licensed YL in Ohio. She also was very profici- 
ent in leather craft, her second hobby. 


She certainly will be missed by her family and many friends.
